BIRDS' NESTS AS FOOD. 


Edible birds' nests are found fcr the most 


part in tlio Southern Archipelago. 
The 


chief region of supply is that comprising 
Java, Borneo, Celebes, and tho Sulu Inlands. 
The bird which produces the nests is a little 
swallow, hirundo fsculenttt. 
This salangaii
